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Club House, Wimbledon Common. "Wimbledon, that 
has so many churches and almshouses, does not live 
clubless. A pretty white building with bright red roofs 
stands out boldly against the bright green grass of the 
Common, while a few yards away a windmill lazily turns 
its toothed fans. Here, on the Common, the National 
Rifle Association held its annual July meeting until it 
was transferred to Bisley in 1890. 
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
